Nixon potentially a millionaire

WASHINGTON (AP) - Richard M. 


Nixon is still worth millions, although 
his financial papers don't show it. 


Nixon's disclosure of his net worth 


late last year, did not mention what is 
almost certainly his single greatest as- 
set: the tapes, papers and memorabilia 
accumulated during his many years in 
public life'. 


A professional estimate made five 


years ago placed the value of docu- 
ments and mementos Nixon collected 
before he became president at nearly 
$1.5 million. The value of that collec- 
tion which Nixon still owns presumably 
increased when he attained a unique 
place in history by being the first pres- 
ident of the United States to resign. 


But by far the most valuable items 


are Nixon's presidential tapes and 
documents. At the moment, most of 
them remain in the White House, but 


they are considered his personal prop- 
erty and will be sent to him at his 
request, a government official said. 


The Nixon presidential papers, while 


obviously of great potential value, have 
not yet been catalogued or appraised. 


A spokesman for the General Serv- 


ices Administration, parent of the Na- 
tional Archives, said any papers ac- 
cumulated in the White House during 
the Nixon years - except treaties, leg- 
islation and similar documents of state 
— are considered the personal property 
of the ex-president. 


The spokesman said that the famous 


White House tapes are considered to be 
among the papers, but no decision has 
been made on where the tons of docu- 
ments will be sent. 
The Special Watergate Prosecution 


Force has some materials already and 
has requested others for use as evi- 
dence in various investigations. But of- 
ficials said those eventually will be re- 


turned to Nixon when they are no 
longer needed by the courts. 


Ralph G. Newman, the Chicago ap- 


praiser hired by Nixon to evaluate vice 
presidential papers given to the Na- 
tional Archives, estimated in 1969 that 
the most valuable materials in the 
Nixon collection at that time were 1,250 
papers, 750 tapes and 100 films. 


The papers, consisting primarily of 


letters to Nixon from American and 
foreign dignitaries, were removed from 
the correspondence file given to the 
government and retained for Nixon. 
Newman said they were worth $250 
each. 


The vice presidential tapes, which 


have an estimated average length of 15 
minutes and could contain nothing as 
important as the secretly recorded 
White House tapes, were appraised at 
$25 each. The films were listed at $250 
each. 


If Newman's estimate is any indica- 


tion of what some libraries and many 
private collectors would be willing to 
pay for the Nixon collection, the ex- 
president is potentially a very wealthy 
man. 


During the controversy last year over 


his half-million-dollar tax deduction on 
the gift of some of his prepresidential 
papers, Nixon said: "I will be glad to 
have the papers back, and I will pay 
the tax because I think they are worth 
more than that." 


Although he was later assessed back 


taxes on the gifts, he didn't get the pa- 
pers back because the GSA said the gift 
was made, even if it was completed too 
late for tax purposes. 


The White House disclosed last win- 


ter that Nixon had tripled his net worth 
while serving as president, to just over 
$1 million. Nearly half that figure was 
in cash savings in the Key Biscayne,, 
Fla. bank headed by Nixon friend C. G. 
"Bebe" Rebozo. 
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Former President Nixon's signature, from the time he took 
office in 1969, top, to the present, bottom, mirrors the 
changes he underwent as a result of strains that finally led to 
his resignation.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
President 


Ford is moving swiftly to plan an eco- 
nomic summit conference to battle the 
inflation he labeled "Domestic Enemy 
No. 1." And he is pressing Congress to 
act within 10 days to revive the govern- 
ment's tools to monitor wages and 
prices. 


Congressional Democrats joined Re- 


publicans in applauding the tone of 
Ford's presidential 
keynote speech 


Monday night. But some said they will 
have to be convinced the new President 
can find the correct cure for the na- 
tion's soaring prices. 


Ford spoke to a packed House cham- 


ber and millions across the country, 
calling on Congress to join "in getting 
this country revved up and moving" 
and pledging to seek a balanced federal 
budget in the fiscal year starting next 
July 1. 


He never referred directly to the Wa- 


tergate scandal that drove Richard M. 
Nixon from the presidency last week 
but pledged, "There will be no illegal 
tapings, eavesdropping, buggings or 
break-ins by my administration." 


And Ford mentioned his predeces- 


sor's name only once, declaring he has 
supported and will continue "the out- 
standing foreign policy of President 
Nixon." 


He made no mention of perhaps his 


most immediate problem — the choice 
of a new vice president. Senate Re- 


publican Leader Hugh Scott said ear- 
lier Monday Ford is "nowhere near" 
making a decision. 


Ford was asked if he has chosen a 


vice president as he emerged from his 
house in suburban Alexandria, Va., at 
7:45 a.m. today. 


"No, no, one thing at a time," he said 


with a laugh. "We were a little busy 
yesterday." 


For the first time since Ford as- 


sumed the presidency last Friday, Mrs. 
Ford appeared at the doorway to see 
her husband off to work. She was 
dressed in a red housecoat and smiled 
and waved at reporters. 


At the invitation of the Fords, the for- 


mer president's daughter, Julie Nixon 
Eisenhower, and her husband David 
joined the new First Family in the Ex- 
ecutive Gallery. The former President 
watched at his San Clemente, Calif., 
home and wired Ford: "Congratula- 
tions on a splendid speech." 


On the floor of the House chamber, 


an unusually large number of con- 
gressmen and senators were present to 
hear the 38th President outline his 
goals for the two-year, five-month re- 
mainder of Nixon's shattered presi- 
dency. 


Ford proposed little specific legisla- 


tion — the wage-price monitoring au- 
thority now and a health insurance 
measure before the end of the year. 


And he said the nation's voters 


should support the candidates who con- 
sistently vote for tough decisions to cut 
the cost of government, restrain fed- 
eral spending and bring inflation under 
control." 


Waves of cheers and applause thun- 


dered across the cavernous chamber as 
Ford was escorted in. And members of 
both parties cheered when the 25-year 
congressional 
veteran declared his 


motto towards Congress: "Communi- 
cation, conciliation, compromise and 
cooperation." 


But the applause was noticeably 


louder from Ford's fellow Republicans 
than from the majority 
Democrats 


when the President pledged to fight for 
a balanced budget while maintaining a 
strong defense. . 
"It's going to be quite a trick to bal- 


ance the budget by fiscal 1976, and not 
cut the Pentagon budget," said Sen. 
Phillip A. Hart, D-Mich. 


"He said the things the country 


wanted to hear. His big task now is to 
find the solutions," said Sen. Henry M. 
Jackson, D-Wash. 


But Sen. Barry Goldwater, R-Ariz., 


said "it was exactly what the country 
needs. I agree with what he said on the 
economy and the defense budget." 


In urging an economic summlc con- 


ference, to be composed of congress- 
men, senators, businessmen, 
labor 


leaders and executive branch officials, 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - The United 


Mine Workers union has called a work 
stoppage expected to close about 1,200 
softcoal mines next week and lower the 
nation's stockpiles of coal. 


UMW President Arnold Miller said 


Monday the shutdown will "commemo- 
rate the thousands of coal miners killed 
while working in the nation's mines, all 
the miners whose lives have been rav- 
aged by black lung disease, and coal 
mining families who are victims of 
company violence designed to prevent 
them from winning protection of a 
United Mine Workers contract." 


The shutdown, scheduled to start 


Monday and extend through the work 
week, will coincide with the planned 
opening of negotiations on a new na- 
tionwide UMW contract. The present 
contract expires Nov. 12. 


The memorial period was called un- 


der a section of the UMW's contract 
with coal operators that allows memo- 
rial periods of up to 10 days duration at 
anv union mine. 


A coal industry spokesman, who de- 


c.ined to be identified, »aid, "This is a 
pretty bad time for a shutdown to take 


place. It's an out-and-out attempt to 
further dwindle coal stockpiles to put 
the union in a better bargaining posi- 
tion. 


"The steel industry will be the first 


to feel this," he said. 


Federal Energy Administrator John 


C. Sawhill deplored .the planned shut- 
down, saying it is "very much in the 
national interest to maintain our 
present coal production." 


Sawhill said the memorial period will 


cost the nation 8 million tons of "badly 
needed" coal.

The heavy users of coal, such as U.S 


Steel, had no immediate commenu 


Coal-burning electric utilities and 


steel mills try to keep large stockpiles 
of coal on hand so they can absorb the 
impact of mine strikes. But the union 
has a stronger bargaining position 
when stockpiles are short. 


The coal industry spokesman said the 


National Coal Ass'ociation's latest fig- 
ures show that as of June 1, steel mills 
had a 23-day supply of coal, coke oven 
plants had a 30-day supply and electric 
utilities a 92-day supply — all signifi-

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'Marriage1 will take work

WASHINGTON (AP) - A man of 


Congress, President Ford has pledged 
to make communication, conciliation, 
compromise and cooperation his watch- 
words in dealing with his former col- 
leagues. 


It will take all of that to extend the 


congressional honeymoon into the good 
marriage Ford proposed. 


For one thing, it would be a mixed 


marriage, a Republican President and 
a Congress that is dominated by Demo- 
crats now and is likely to be more so af- 
ter the November elections. 


And for another, presidential gradu- 


ates of the Senate and House have tried 
such courtships before. The outcome 
often has been bickering, sometimes 
deadlock. 


In his address to a joint session Mon- 


day night. Ford quickly noted his re- 
spect for the prerogatives of Congress, 
and said he would not intrude upon 
them. 


"I know well the co-equal role of the 


Congress 
in our constitutional pro- 


cess," Ford said. 


Controversy over the proper bound- 


aries of executive and congressional 
authority was a nagging issue during 
the presidency of Richard M. Nixon. 
"long before the Watergate scandal be- 


came a crisis and forced him from of- 
fice. 


There were disputes over the power 


to withhold appropriated funds, over 
foreign commitments and warmaking 
authority. 


The late Lyndon B. Johnson was, like 


Ford, a congressional leader. He, too,

came to the presidency in mid-term, 
and with a pledge to respect "the inde- 
pendence and integrity of the legisla- 
tive branch." 


His consensus politics gained ap- 


proval of the stalled legislative propos- 
als of his predecessor, John F. Ken- 
nedy, and of the ambitious domestic 
agenda Johnson called The Great So- 
ciety. 


Eventually, he encountered congres- 


sional complaints of arm-twisting, and 
the bitter criticism of a minority of his 
own Democrats over the escalation of 
the war in Vietnam. 


Congress last year enacted over 


Nixon's veto legislation requiring pres- 
idents to get its approval within 60 days 
if they commit American forces to ac- 
tion in an emergency. 


There was in Ford's speech an as- 


sessment of presidential foreign policy

powers that could lead to friction with 
Congress: 


"Throughout my public service ... I 


have upheld all our presidents when 
they spoke for my country to the world. 
I believe the Constitution commands 
this. I know that in this crucial area of 
international policy I can count on your 
firm support." 


Ford is a veteran of 25 years in the 


House, a former minority leader, a con- 
gressional politician. Nixon was not. He 
had served four years in the House, two 
in the Senate. 


In his efforts to get what he wanted 


from Congress, the resigned president 
tried approaches ranging from flattery 
— as when he told the 92nd Congress it 
could be history's greatest - to stern 
lectures, to messages aimed beyond the 
Capitol and to the country- 


Ford said he intends to listen to Con- 


gress and to the people as well: "I 
want to be sure we are all tuned in on 
the real voice of America." 


Congressmen complained that Nixon 


was inaccessible; Ford told them they 
will be welcome in his White House, 
that the office door will be open. As an 
old colleague, he could tell them not to 
overdo it and get a laugh in response. 


Dealing with Democratic majorities, 


he took pains to emphasize bipartisan- 
ship. He praised and accepted a Demo- 
cratic proposal for an economic sum- 
mit conference He urged voters to 
support econorny-minded Democrats as 
well as epublicans

Agriculture Secretary Earl L Butz 


told a meeting of poultry producers in 
New Orleans that food prices ma> go 
up 14 per cent this year That's 2 per 
cent higher than earlier estimates 


Butz said the exact increase would 


depend on "wage rales in the food pro- 
cessing and packaging industry "

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Army recruiters pleased with state results 


MILWAUKEE (AP) - 
Despite a 


decreasing 
number of enlistments. 


U.S. Army officials in four Wisconsin 
cities say they are pleased with the 
number of persons in their areas seek- 
ing to become a part of the new all-vol- 
unteer army. 


"Because of industrial pay scales 


and other job opportunities Wisconsin 
is a tough state to recruit in," said 
Capt. Chet Gardesk public information 
director for Wisconsin's Army recruit- 
ing headquarters in Milwaukee. 


Gardeski said more than 1,000 Mil- 


waukee-area men and women joined 
the army in fiscal year 1972, about 
1,000 
in 1973, and about 800 this year, 


the first full fiscal year without the 
draft 


The Milwaukee area reached 97 per 


cent of its quota in 1972 and dropped to 
about 70 per cent in 1974, but Gardeski 
said he is pleased. 


"I'd 
say that 1974 percentage 
is 


pretty damn good," he said, "Remem- 
ber, we weren't dealing in the full draft 
at all this year " 


He said uncertainty and fear of the 


draft led to a large number of enlist- 
ments in 1972. 


In Madison, area commander Capt. 


Elton Minney said he is "quite happy 
with the number of people joining." 


"If you look at this thing correctly, 


we have not had a drop in enlist- 
ments." said Minnev. "We have had a 
drop in quota." 


He said 606 people joined the Army in 


his area in 1972, 527 in 1973, and 414 in 
1974. 


"The government sets our quotas and 


evidently they didn't need as many vol- 
unteers in 1974 as they did in 1972," 
Minney said. 


Green Bay and Eau Claire have had 


increased enlistments. 


Not all of the four Wisconsin cities 


reported declining figures in the num- 
ber of volunteers. 


Staff Sgt. Don Kerr of the Green Bay 


Army recruiting stations said 95 per 
cent of his area quotas were reached in 
1973 and more than 100 per cent were 
reached by the close of this fiscal year. 


Wisconsin reached 97 per cent of its 


quota in 1972 but only 70.4 per cent in 
1974 


Gardeski said. "Not only is Wiscon- 


sin a tough state to recruit in, but the 
entire Midwest is the toughest area in 
the country next to the northeastern 
area '" 


"Now take for example a young man 


growing up in a city like Milwaukee or 
Chicago, and graduating from his high 
school He can make $4.50-5.00 an hour 
working for some factory," he said. 


"Kids in the southeast have less in- 


dustry and less opportunity for making 
money like that in factories." 


Gardeski said that while the Midwest 


reached 75.4 per cent of its Army re- 
cruiting quota this year, the South bet- 
tered its quota by 10.4 per cent. 


Sgt. Charles Alien of Eau Claire said 


between 185 and 200 persons joined the 
Army in 1972 in his area. 


"This year we surpassed our quota 


by 14 per cent," he said.

as your Vice President and the sooner 
you do it, sir, the better. 


The odd political fact about that call 


was the Southern Senator's personal 


preference: Nelson Rockefeller. Rock- 
efeller, he believes, would be inval- 
uable in helping the President deal 
with the nation's worst problem: the 
economy. This influential 
Southerner 


views Rockefeller not through ideologi- 
cal eyes but as "a man of proven politi- 
cal substance" with solid standing both 
with labor and business. 


The reason this conservative Demo-

Ford's No. 1 problem 
is curbing inflation 


(Second in a series) 


What does the transfer of presiden- 


tial power from Republican Richard M. 
Nixon to Republican Gerald R. Ford 
mean to you—in terms of your cost of 
living, your job security, ability to fi- 
nance buying or building a house and 
other key pocketbook issues? 


BULLETIN NO. 1. As any U.S. con- 


sumer, your cost of living will continue 
to surge upward at an intolerably rapid 
pace for an oppressively long period. 
There is no feasible way to slash the 
rate of rise at once—much less to re- 
verse the uptrend—short of a cata- 
strophic depression. And that scarcely 
comes under the heading of feasible! 


But you can have more hope than be- 


fore that the pace of rise will moderate 
considerably as the Ford adminis- 
tration gets to work. Along with you 
and the vast majority of Americans, 
the new President is convinced that 
today's runaway inflation is the No. 1 
problem of the U.S. and the world. He 
is determined to take firm steps to 
curb it. 


As President, Ford will have much 


more cooperation from Congress than 
Nixon ever had. He will have the ad- 
vantages of the "honeymoon" which all 
new Presidents are granted. And he 
will have near him the tough anti-infla- 
tion fighters that Nixon 
assembled 


toward the end of his tenure—notably 
Secretary of the Treasury William Si- 
mon and chairman of the Council of 
Economic Advisers Allan Greenspan— 
in addition to the now dedicated anti-in- 
flation fighter, Federal Reserve board 
chairman Arthur Burns. 


Ford will call on other experts in eco- 


nomics for new ideas, and they will re- 
spond—if for no other reason than the 
fact that he has inherited as murderous 
a combination of economic minuses as 
any President in modern times and he 
needs (as we need) all the help he can 
get. 


BULLETIN NO. 2. As a young man or 


woman entering the work force with no 
special skills, you will find it tougher to 
get a job — for a while at least — than 
those who graduated a few years back. 
And even if you hold a job, your secu- 
rity will not be as great in a period of 
deliberately engineered sluggishness in 
the economy. 


Ford will go along with anti-inflation 


policies that are sure to boost 
unemployment. But there are will be 
programs to offset the impact of 
unemployment in the private sector by 
creating jobs in the public sector. And 
the economy woill perk up as inflation 
moderates and the credit squeeze 
eases. 


BULLETIN NO. 3. As a borrower of 


mortgage money to build or buy a 


house, you will find credit a bit easier 
to get as a result of housing programs 
sponsored under Nixon and of some 
easing of credit and declines in interest 
rates as the pace of inflation slows. 


It won't be easy or cheap money; I 


wouldn't even try to guess when those 
happy conditions will return. But it 
won't be as tough and the money cards 
won't be stacked against you, as they 
are now. 


BULLETIN NO. 4. As a supporter of 


desireable federal aid programs and 
social welfare porgrams in general, 
you will be disappointed and forced to 
shelve your plans for a period. 


Ford will try — as Nixon didn't try 


until the end, and then it really was too 
late for him to do anything effective — 
to cut the budget so dollar outgo and 
income actually balance. While the cuts 
Simon suggests may be far too tough to 
realize, Ford plans to cut spending — 
and for this popular man of their own 
Congress may go to lengths it wouldn't 
for other Presidents. 


BULLETIN NO. 5. As a business man 


you may count on keeping the tax in- 
centives already in the law, to encour- 
age you to boost your spending on pro- 
ductive new plants and equipment — 
and perhaps you'll get an even more 
liberal investment tax credit and de- 
preciation breaks. 


Ford fully appreciates that boosting 


productivity is a fundamental answer 
to inflation. He is on record as favoring 
at least the current 7 per cent invest- 
ment tax credit and rapid depreciation. 


BULLETIN NO. 6. As an investor 


looking forward to easier taxing of cap- 
ital gains, you too may have to wait for 
a while. 


Ford is not in favor of what he calls 


"tinkering" with our tax system—up 
or down—at this delicate stage in our 
economy. Without presidential lead- 
ership, Congress is unlikely to grab 
this issue. Tax reform in general is up 
in the air. 


BULLETIN NO. 7. As an exporter or 


importer, you may be encouraged. This 
administration will be more eager than 
Nixon's ever was to seek under- 
standings on monetary reform and 
more in favor of a positive policy of 
economic-financial 
cooperation 
with 


our Western European allies and Ja- 
pan. 


This includes searching for under- 


standings with the Arab powers on oil 
prices and constructive use of their al- 
most obscenely swollen dollar hoards— 
a search begun by Simon under Nixon. 


These are merely economic "bulle- 


tins." They do, though, give you a pre- 
view of your new White House, and this 
along with the blessed end of uncer- 
tainty and do-nothingness spells "good 
news."

through Washington last Friday that 
Rockefeller was slipping far down on 
Ford's secret list.

Howard Baker of Tennessee 
or George Bush, the gregarious patri- 
cian and transplanted Texan who heads 
the Republican National Committee. 


The President had quietly passed 


word to close friends in Congress that 
he has an open mind and'will take his 
time in naming his Vice President. But 
on his personal staff, opposition to 
Rockefeller has been privately and for- 
cibly expressed. That opposition boils 
down to two considerations: 


First, the absurd fear among Mr. 


Ford's n o n p o l i t i c a l s t a f f e r s — 
particularly his onetime Grand Rapids 
law partner, 
Philip Buchen—that 


Rockefeller might dominate a Ford ad- 
ministration and overshadow the Presi- 
dent; second, that Mr. Ford should 
choose a Republican closer to his own 
conservative ideology and much 
younger than Rockefeller. 


This staff opposition to Rockefeller 


(not fully shared 
by Mr. Ford's clos- 


est political aide, Robert Hartmann) is 
only one element in the anti-Rockefel- 
ler opposition. 


In Congress, stone-age conservative 


Sen. Jesse Helms of North Carolina is 
putting together a loose, anti-Rockefel- 


ler ideologically-based coalition cen- 
tered in the South and Midwest. 
Helm's choices: the wholly unaccept- 
able Gov. Ronald Reagan of Califor- 
nia, Sen. Barry Goldwater (who would 
like the job), or Baker. 


Another phalanx is forming around 


Rep. John Rhodes of Arizona, the 
House Republican leader. This pres- 
sure group is influenced less by opposi- 
tion to Rockefeller than by a desire for 
Mr. Ford to .come to Congress for his 
Vice President. 


Other Republicans under potentially 


serious consideration are 
familiar: 


Sen. William Brock of Tennessee and 
Elliot Richardson, the victim of the 
Saturday night massacre whose na- 
tional prestige far exceeds his popu- 
larity inside the party. 


In addition, serious talk from insi- 


ders is now being heard about one 
other dark horse: Melvin R. Laird, the 
backroom Republican super-power who 
arranged Mr. Ford's own selection as 
Vice President by Nixon and who is in 
the forefront of those pushing Rockefel- 
ler. His handicap: incestuous proxi- 
mity to Mr. Ford. 


What makes Mr. Ford's first great 


political decision so important is not 
only the decision itself, but the manner 
in, which he arrives at it. "Indebted to 
no man," as he gracefully put it in his 
highly effective swearing-in speech 
Friday, the President has virtual carte 
blanche to pick anyone he wants 
as 


soon as he wants. 


Thus, powerful 
congressional Re- 


publicans not themselves remotely in- 
terested in being Vice President have 
been praying that Mr. Ford would not 
go through the ritual of "touching 
bases" unless he has already privately 
made up his mind. Then, he could con- 
trive to bring about the result he 
wanted. But if, as seems to be the case, 
he has not made up is mind, the base- 
touching ritual becomes dangerous and 


potentially disruptive. 


Worse yet, delay based on genuine 


procrastination over the new Presi- 
dent's momentous first political choice 
risks a quick national judgment on Mr. 
Ford that could hurt him in the takeoff 
of his presidency. His first full day in 
office was celebrated everywhere as 
triumphant, almost joyous following 
the misery of the Watergate years. 


But the vice-presidential decision 


overshadows all else. Some of the Pres- 
ident's closest collaborators believe the 
country expects and wants fast, bold 
decisions from the new chief executive. 
They fear that in the choice of a No. 2 
man, they may be getting politics as 
usual, the very thing the country does 
not need.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The staff of 


the U S 
Consumer Product 
Safety 


Commission has recommended ban- 
ning all aerosol sprays under the 
agency's jurisdiction that contain vinyl 
chloride 


In an internal briefing paper due to 


to be distributed today to the five com- 
missioners, the staff noted that vinyl 
chloride "has been rather conclusively 
identified" as the cause of rare liver 
cancer in 24 industrial workers 


The staff also recommended full re- 


funds to get the chemical out of Ameri- 
can homes 


Workers with vinyl chloride run a 


10,000-times greater risk of contracting 
the disease angiosarcoma, a form of 
cancer, than the general population, 
federal scientists estimated 


"No safe level of exposure to vinyl 


chloride has been established," the 
staff said "On the other hand, there is 
no specific evidence that the concentra- 
tions and frequencies of exposure to vi- 
nyl chloride from aerosolized consumer 
products is causally related to develop- 
ment of angiosarcoma of the liver in 
humans " 


The commission on May 23 proposed 


designating vinyl chloride-containing 


sprays under its jurisdiction as banned 
hazardous substances 


Two spray paint companies and a 


trade association suggested that re- 
funds be limited to products marketed 
after the effective date of the proposed 
ban 


However, the staff suggested that re- 


funds be unrestricted in order to "fa- 
cilitate the removal of products" con- 
taining the chemical as part of their 
propel lant 


Tests with laboratory animals have 


produced liver cancer in mice, rats and 
hamsters at all levels tested down to 50 
parts per million, medical personnel 
reported 


A typical household aerosol sprayed 


in a small bathroom for 30 seconds 
could produce concentrations of 250 
parts per million, they said 


The commission has jurisdiction over 


paints, degreasers, lubricants and ad- 
hesives containing vinyl chloride in ae- 
rosolized form 


The Food and Drug Administration 


and Environmental Protection Agency 
have already acted to ban and recall all 
aerosol drugs, cosmetics, pesticides 
and other products containing vinyl 
chloride

The husband and wife live low 
involvement lives, as separate as they 
can manage. He provides the living.

In the low involvement marriage, sex 


is perfunctory. There are few quarrels 
and few moments of tenderness.

ing from sharing the world of ideas. 
Aesthetic intimacy is the deep sharing 
of beauty. 


Creative intimacy includes the con- 


ceiving and parenting of children. It is 
also the experience of helping each 
other grow. Creative marital intimacy 
is to be co-creatures of each other, not 
reformers. Each helps the partner to 
become the more mature and vital per- 
son he or she wants to be. 


Recreational intimacy involves join- 


ing in stress relieving play. Work inti- 
macy comes from sharing a broad 
range of common tasks: raising a fam- 
ily, carving out a living, participating 
in community jobs. A couple joins their 
skills and strengths to form a major 
channel of work oriented closeness. 


Crisis intimacy is the strength which 


stems from standing together against 
fate. Burdens and tragedies mutually 
borne are the fabric of family life. 


Commitment intimacy comes from a 


mutual dedication to something bigger 
than the family, enthusiasm for a com- 
mon cause. It can provide a powerful 
bond in marriage. 


Spiritual intimacy is the closeness of 


sharing ultimate concerns and mean- 
ing for life. This kind of relating pro- 
vides a foundation for what'might oth- 
erwise be less permanent human 
relatedness. 


Each of these areas has potential for 


building closen and companionship. 


Unhappily, there is no guarantee that 


doing things together produces inti- 
macy. Sometimes adults, like preschool 
children, play along side each other but 
not with each other. 


I suppose the majority of today's 


marriages are neither those of min- 
imum involvement or total involve- 
ment. Couples start out wanting com- 
plete closeness but 
find 
the going 


tough. So they settle for something in 
between. 


Total involvement would be impos- 


sible and undesirable. People need 
some separateness. The point of max- 
imum 
involvement 
comfortable for 


them must be worked out in each mar- 
riage. 


The story of two porcupines illus- 


trates the point. Settling down to sleep 
on a cold night, they snuggle close to 
each other in search of mutual warmth. 
Inevitably they get so close their sharp 
quills prick each other's tender flesh. 
So they back away. 


Thus they shuffle toward and away 


from each other, trying to find the 
right distance at which they get the 
most warmth without pricking each 
other. 


Determining the right distance be- 


tween you and your partner is the pro- 
cess of adapting. It requires strength- 
ening your agreements and resolving, 
as much as you can, your differences. 


This search for a deep relationship 


calls for higher levels of involvement 
than were considered necessary or 
proper in many traditional marriages. 


Higher levels of involvement and inti- 


macy usually command a high price. 
The master key is to learn new skills in 
communication. This skill, in turn, de- 
mands patience, commitment and 
time. 


Another price of your new closeness 


will be conflict. But conflict faced and 
worked through is needed for true un- 
derstanding. Conflict and close com- 
panionship go hand in hand.

Four years ago, Gerald R. Ford came to the Fox 


Valley as an advocate of impeachment. 


On April 28, 1970, the Michigan congressman 


and House minority leader appeared at a Green 
Bay testimonial for then Rep. John W. Byrnes, 
and plugged for the impeachment of Supreme 
Court Justice William 0. Douglas. 


He predicted confidently "that there will be an 


impeachment." 


The effort to remove Douglas from the bench 


fizzled in the House, which at the time of Ford's 
appearance here was conducting an investigation 
through the Judiciary Committee. 


Ford was a leader in the impeachment effort, 


accusing the justice, then 71, of conflict of interest 
in financial and other activities. An article written 
by Douglas and appearing in Evergreen Maga- 
zine, which Ford characterized as a "hardcore, 
pornographic magazine," had stimulated pres- 
sure for an impeachment inquiry. 


Asked why he didn't "let nature take its 


course" with the aging justice, Ford replied, 
"There is a principle involved. I don't believe a 
man, 
because he's old, should escape the facts of 


life." 


The conflict of interest charges revolved around 


allegations that underground figures were associ- 
ated with a foundation in which Douglas was in- 
volved, and a fee paid for an article he wrote in 
another magazine before he participated in Su- 
preme Court deliberations on a case involving the 
magazine. 


During his Green Bay appearance, Ford denied 


to newsmen that the impeachment effort was a 
form of Republican retaliation for Senate rejection 
of two appointments by President Nixon to the Su- 
preme Court. 


Ford was a fairly frequent visitor to Wisconsin 


during his days in the House, usually turning up 
at campaign rallies and fund raising events for 
Republicans. He was and still is a close friend of 
Byrnes, who retired from the House at the end of 
his 14th term in 1973, and of former Rep. Melvm R. 
Laird. 


"There is no district in the country that I would 


be happier coming to than that of John Byrnes," 
Ford declared. Byrnes' former House seat is now 
occupied by Rep. Harold Froehlich of Appleton. A 
Republican and a member of the House Judiciary 
Committee who voted for two articles of impeach- 


ment against former President Richard Nixon, 
Froehlich announced last week that Ford would 
appear in the Fox Valley Sept. 24 as vice presi- 
dent. 


A spokesman for Froehhch's office said Monday 


that there has been no word from the White house 
whether the date will be kept or canceled. The 
spokesman said Froehhch's office will inquire in a 
few days, after giving the new President's staff 
time to review his schedule. 


Ford also appeared in the Valley at least once 


for a nonpolitical event, as the June 3, 1966 Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin-Oshkosh commencement 
speaker. 


He warned against letting educational assembly 


lines "sweep us past all opportunities for quiet, 
clear-headed personal decisions." 


He talked about reasons for 
"cheerfulness" 


about the future, urged young citizens to take ac- 
tive roles in public affairs, and said it was the 
ideological moderate who had the clearest view of 
political events. 


Ford warned the 1966 commencement audience, 


"Government big enough to give us everything we 
want is big enough to take away everything we 
have."

Board not flatly opposed to legalizing teacher strikes

The Appleton Board of Education 


came close Monday night to taking a 
stand flatly opposing legalizing teach- 
ers' strikes, but finally modified its po- 
sition to coincide with that of the West 
Allis-West Milwaukee Board of Educa- 
tion's position. 


That school board's position is that: 


It prefers that the present state law 
prohibiting teachers' strikes be main- 
tained and given a reasonable chance 
to be enforced. The Hortonville strike 
last spring was the exception in the en- 
forcement of that law. 


— If that is not to be, it "wishes to go 


on record as emphatically opposed to 


compulsory arbitration, by any name 
or in any form." The board considers 
that would be giving an arbitrator the 
power, in effect, to set the local tax 
levy. 


— If all else fails, the strike should 


be legalized as "the lesser of the 
evils," but along with this the state law 
should be revised so school districts 
wouldn't be required to make up all the 
lost days due to a strike. Boards feel 
that this change would offset the bar- 
gaining power teachers would get with 
the legalized strike. 


The Appleton board felt pressed to 


take a position Monday night so that 
Dr. Kenneth Johnston, director of ad- 
ministrative services, could carry it to 


the public hearing Aug. 20 at Wausau 
being conducted by the Wisconsin Leg- 
islative Council. The topic is collective 
bargaining impasses in public employ- 
ment. 


The board considered flatly opposing 


the strike for the record as board mem- 
bers Judith Patterson and Mabel 
McClanahan argued for simply taking 
that position. 


However, Karl Becker, another board 


member, who cast the deciding vote 
among the five board 
members 


present, changed his mind during dis- 
cussion and voted against the no-strike 
motion, which he had seconded. 


Becker then recommended 
going 


along with the West Allis-West Mil- 


waukee position, and it passed, 5-0. Be- 
cker said later he changed his mind 
when he heard District Administrator 
Orlyn Zieman clarify what the West 
Allis-West Milwaukee position was. 


"I felt that the letter (from that 


board) covered it (the bargaining im- 
passe matter) more broadly than the 
no-strike motion," he said. "That mo- 
tion left no alternatives." 


Kenneth Sager, another board mem- 


ber, carried most of the argument 
against the flat no-strike position. Paul 
Heid also supported that position. 


Sager said he believed that teachers 


ought to have the right to strike "in fa- 
vor of education," and that it was dis- 
criminatory to prohibit them. He also 


called for an intelligent approach and 
the use of reason in the whole area of 
bargaining, noting that the strike right 
might encourage this. 


He lamented the plight of the 88 


teachers at Hortonville who were fired, 
or "thrown into limbo," and said he 
was troubled "when a chap has no 
means of livlihood." 


McClanahan said the striker made 


his choice. In other professions, one 
produces or loses his or her job, she 
added. 


She also said teachers shouldn't have 


the right to walk out on existing con- 
tracts, whether it's the master contract 
or the individual contract. 


As 
discussion 
proceeded, 


McClanahan said it didn't seem proper 
that teachers provide children an ex- 
ample of violating law, namely the no- 
strike state statute. 


Sager countered that one learns in 


the first chapter of American history 
about the American Revolution and the 
need to do illegal things sometimes to 
change things. 


McClanahan said the no-strike law 


wasn't necessarily bad, but that it 
hadn't been enforced probably because 
there is no penalty for judges to im- 
pose.

WASHINGTON — The Air Force has paid the Oshkosh 


Truck Co. $1.6 million in a "blatant attempt to destroy" 
United Auto Workers Local 578, U.S. Rep. Les Aspin 
charged today. 


A company spokesman said he didn't "know where he 


got his figures" but wouldn't respond further to the 
charge. 


"I would not dignify his statement with a reply," said 


Personnel Director Donald Mosling. 


Ray Majerus, head of the UAW's five-state region 10, 


said from Milwaukee today that "the company has- 
found a Santa Claus" in the Air Force. 


Majerus said the union was planning a large rally be- 


fore the end of the month in Oshkosh to "bring to the at- 
tention of the citizens of Oshkosh" the "unrealistic" and 
"immoral" stand taken by the company since the local 
went out on strike June 1. 


Majerus said the company has withdrawn its original 


offer of a 90-cent pay increase of three years. It is now 
offering no pay increase and a cost of living adjustment 
provision that is lower than the one included in the 
previous contract. 


"While they're getting rich from the Air Force, on 


taxpayers' money, they're saying to their workers we 
will not offer you one single penny of pay increase dur- 
ing the next three years," Majerus said. 


The Air Force was called twice by The Post-Crescent 


for comment on Aspin's charge, but failed to respond. 


Aspin said the company is under a $30.9 million con- 


tract to build 223 highly specialized fire trucks for use| 
at Air Force bases. Since June 1, when the strike of 
about 425 employes started, the company has failed to 
deliver 46 trucks scheduled for delivery, Aspin said. 


"Ordinarily, public officials avoid becoming em- 


broiled in labor-management disputes," said Aspin, in a 
press release from his Washington office. "But, in this 
case the Air Force's behavior has been so outrageous 
and one-sided I believe that I must intervene," he said. 


The 1st District congressman said his office began an 


investigation after being contacted by Local 578. 


Majerus said today that the strike dispute with the 


Oshkosh firm "started over very minimal and legiti- 
mate issues" but "has turned into a union busting effort 
by the company because of the Air Force's position." 


Mosling said union and management negotiators have 


met three times with a federal mediator. The last time 
was Thursday. 


The offer made then by the company — which Ma- 


jerus said included no wage increases and a cut-back 
cost of living provision — was turned down by a 350-0 
vote of union membership Monday night in Oshkosh. 


Majerus charged that the company had to keep wages 


low in order to get the company contract. 


"The $1.6 million payment by the Air Force to Osh-

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WERC rules

MENASHA — Faced with a decision 


on choosing the final offer of either the 
union or city, a Wisconsin Employment 
Relations Commission arbitrator, has 
selected the Professional Fire Fighters 
Association position in alabor dispute 
which has been going on for nearly a 
year. 


Negotiations between the city and 


1AFF Local 695 began more than a year 
ago and finally led up to an arbitration 
hearing before David B. Johnson on 
May 13. 


In an award dated Saturday, Johnson 


selected the unions' final offer which 
will mean about an 8.3 per cent wage 
increase plus substantial changes in 
promotion and discipline procedures. 


Wages called for under terms of the 


two-year contract will start at $665 a 
month for a new employe in 1974 and 
increase to $730 in 1975. 


The salary for a lieutenant — the top 


grade — would be 5920 in 1974 and be 
raised to $995 by the end of the contract 
term. 


However, the major portion of the 


testimony introduced during the arbi- 
tration hearing centered around man- 


agement rights as it concerned promo- 
tions discipline and work rules. 


Johnson said that all three major is- 


sues, wages and reclassification; man- 
agement rights, and discipline and ar- 
bitration procedures "represented 
fundamental differences" between the 
union and city positions. 


By selecting the union's final offer, 


Johnson not only gave the IAFF the 
wages and reclassification it was ask- 
ing for, but made work rules a-matter 
of collective bargaining and placed dis- 
cipline in the realm of greivance proce- 
dures. 


The city had taken the position that 


work rules should be in the hands of 
the fire chief and discipline a responsi- 
bility of the police and fire commis- 
sion. 


Under the union's proposal "a griev- 


ant subjected to discipline, suspension, 
or discharge under those rules could 
choose to take his case either through 
the grievance and arbitration machin- 
ery or to the Fire and Police Commis- 
sion," according to Johnson. 


He also pointed out that the issues 


"involved in this case are ones which 
ordinarily are not entrusted to an arbi- 
trator. This is because all of 


them . . . involve matters'that the par- 
ties to collective bargaining ordinarily 
believe are governed by prin- 
ciple. 
Citing the obvious "limita- 


tions" of the final offer selection, John- 
son added that he disclaimed "any 
definitive legal expertise or authority." 
There had been challenges as to 
whether an arbitrator could rule on the 
issues. 


He said that if there were disagree- 


ments with his award "then the proper 
authorities must be requested to review 
the award and make a determination." 


Selecting the union's position, John- 


son, in respect to wages and reclassifi- 
cation said, "I am unable to find any 
evidence in the record that promotions 
are based on any objective evaluation 
of the competencies of the candidates, I 
tend to favor the principle of advance- 
ment by length of service." 


In his conclusion, Johnson readily 


admitted that "all the issues are sig- 
nificant" and that all "will have a 
profound effect upon future relation- 
ships between the parties." 


He added that a major determining 


factor in his choosing the union's iinal 
offer over that of the city's was that it 
"furthers the purpose" of the state leg- 
islation which lays down a policy of 
promoting the process of collective bar- 
gaining. 


"In this case it is my belief that the 


city's position must give way to the 
rights of employes to participate in the 
administration of their conditions of 
employment in the manner described 
in the law under which this arbitration 
proceeding has arose."

Town to challenge DNR 


TOWN OF MENASHA — With less 


than two months left before the license 
for the town's sanitary landfill site ex- 
pires, the town board is facing several 
alternatives to see what can be done to 
provide a solid waste dumping ground. 


Alternatives weighed by the board in- 


'clude: 


— Challenging the Department of 


Natural Resources recent soil borings 
which indicate that the present site is 
unsuitable for continued use as a sani- 
tary' landfill site. 


— Initiating negotiations with the 


DNR to see if, through recycling efforts 
to cut down on the volume and type of 
materials, the site's life can be ex- 
tended by a few years. 


Harry Lopas, who heads the town's 


special solid waste study committee, 
had strongly recommended the latter 
proposal, suggesting 
that "another 


four or five years should give us 
enough time to get into the Tri-County 
recycling authority." 


However, Supvs. Roland Kampo and 


Frederick Miller were adamant in 
challenging the DNR's authority over 
the landfill site and are planning to 
check the soil borings on the grounds 
that the results are inaccurate. 


Gary Kulibert, natural resources spe- 


cialist at the Green Bay DNR district 
office, last week told the town that the 
landfill site has "some severe limita- 
tions due to the complex geology of the 
site. There is high groundwater and 
bedrock outcroppings through major 
portions of the site. For this reason. 
this office is recommending the closing 
and proper abandonment of the site by 
Oct. 1, 1974." 


Although he said he would recom- 


mend closing the site, Kulibert sug- 
gested that reconsideration might be in 
order if the town "can show that cer- 
tain areas of the site meet the location 
requirements." 


The town purchased the site in 1968 


for $145,000 but gave the seller a. 10- 
year mineral rights to haul gravel out. 


Kampo, town chairman at the time, 


during intensive grilling from several 
twon residents at the meeting, de- 
fended the town's action and pointed 
out that at the time it was purchased it 
met all DNR standards. "Since that 
time they've said we can't burn any- 
more and we've had to change the cov- 
ering." 


He defended the action by pointing 


out that of the $120,000 it cost to operate 
the site, some $90,000 has been re- 
turned in revenues. However, in the 
past couple of years the revenues have 
fall far short with only $4,000 being 
paid while the $40,000 operation cost 
has continued. 


He was challenged by several resi- 


dents about allowing the seller to retain 
mineral rights and investing town 
money in a landfill site which was sup- 
posed to last 40 years, but after only six 
is facing a threat of not having its li- 
cense renewed. 


At points the questioning became so 


intense that Kampo objected to Town 
Chairman George 
Strohmeyer with 


"Mr. Chairman, I object to being 
placed on trial here. Let's move on to 
something else." 


Lopas' committee for the past sev- 


eral months has been working on for- 
mulating a study and recommenda- 
tions on future operation. So far, the 
committee, through cooperative efforts 
with local industries, has reduced the 
volume by a half million pounds a 
month. 


Before the committee began its work, 


the monthly volume was about 4 mil- 
lion pounds. It has now been reduced 
with committee members contacting 
industries to point to materials which 
can be reclaimed including wood, iron, 
paper and corrugated paperboard. 


Lopas urged the board to institute 


charges of $2 per ton for bulk haulers 
while continuing to work with the DNR

HORTONVILLE - Opposition to a 


pay raise for teachers who replaced 
striking Hortonville Education Associ- 
ation (HEA) members and questions 
why the board granted that raise were 
registered with members of the board 
of education Monday night. 


Approximately 20 residents attended 


the board meeting to protest a $180,000 
increase in the wage package as re- 
ported in Saturday's 
Post-Crescent. 


The increase was over the 1972-73 pay 
scale. 


Supt. of Schools Marvin Obry was 


unable to give residents the proper fig- 
ure at the Monday meeting, but stated 
this morning that the net increase in 
the teachers' collective wage package 
amounted to $97,200, figured on a be- 
ginning base raise of $550, from $7,350 
to $7,900, and adding increased teacher 
retirement benefits as required by 
state law, increases based on the level 
of individual teachers and other ben- 
efits. 


While stating at the board meeting 


that he at first believed the figure pub- 
lished in The Post-Crescent was a typo- 
graphical error or one "mis-multi- 
plied" by the reporter, Obry later 
admitted that he may have erroneously 
given the $180,000 figure, based on 
"hasty calculations." 


Obry told citizens at the meeting that 


the raise was, in effect, identical to the 
salary turned down last spring during 
the strike, which newly hired teachers 
had a right to believe they would be 
given. 


The board was told by a spokesman, 


Sam Millerin, that the citizens' group 
couldn't understand how "people can 
be given raises when they have never 
had jobs. Before they've even proved 
themselves in the classroom, beginning 
teachers have been given rewards." 


A member of the board termed the 


raise "partly technical," stating that 


"people were hired on the assumption 
they would get the maximum base pay 
the striking teachers refused." 
Mill- 


erin then said he felt that "citizens had 
been hoodwinked as to the amount we 
would be saving by hiring inexpe- 
rienced, beginning teachers. In reality, 
there is no saving." 


"Our rationale," Obry said, "is 


merely a matter of good business." 


The board accepted for consideration 


the report of a committee appointed in 
October of 1973 to study and formulate 
discipline policy. The committee, con- 
sisting of two teachers, two parents, 
two students, two principals and two 
administrators undertook the study 
during the school year and completed 
the proposed policy this summer. The 
policy, in booklet form, is expected ro 
be accepted by the board at the next 
meeting or in special session and will 
be distributed to all parents, students 
and faculty in time for fall in-service. 


In other action, the board approved 


teacher contracts for nine new and five 
returning teachers, accepted the lowest 
of three bids submitted for white and 
chocolate milk for the 1974-75 school 
year and the only bid on fuel oil and 
gasoline, approved the rental of two 
classrooms in the Community Hall for 
$250 each for a period of nine months 
and school lunch and special milk con- 
tracts. 


The board also approved raising pay 


for substitute teachers to $30 per day, 
an increase of $10, at Obry's recom- 
mendation. "It is unrealistic," the su- 
perintendent said, "to expect to attract 
quality substitutes at our current pay 
level. On a half-day basis a sub would 
be paid $10, which is hard enough to 
pay transportation and the cost of a ba- 
bysitter." 


Resignations were accepted from two 


teachers. One stated in her letter to the 
board that because of her "strong be- 
lief" in the principles of the HEA she 
could not return to teach in Hortonville. 


In an executive session following the 


open meeting, board members dis- 
cussed teacher applications. According 
to Obry, all but three of the close to 90 
teaching positions in the school system 
have been filled.

The remaining funds during the 1973- 


74 fiscal year went to Midway Motor 
Lodges; Telemark Lodge, Cable; Har- 
borside Inn, Port Washington, and Ho- 
liday Inn, Eau Claire, each of which ap- 
plied to the DNR. 


"I'm perfectly willing to admit there 


are people we aren't reaching," Eu- 
gene Roark, director of the DNR's Bu- 
reau of Vacation and Travel Services, 
said. "Admittedly, it's imperfect. How 
do you inform restaurants and camp- 
grounds? I'm willing to listen to any- 
body who's got suggestions." 


He said the DNR had "relied very 


heavily" on regional resort organiza- 
tions to notify individual resort owners 
about the program. 


"Let's be realistic," Roark said. 


"Let's say there's 4,000 resorts in the 
state. What are we supposed to do? Are 
we going to call them all?" 


The newspaper surveyed several ma-

It doesn't quote him directly; I would 


prefer to know, word for word, what he 
said before commenting too directly on 
that. But the article also quotes him as 
saying, "Breast-fed children get fewer 
attacks of diarrhea, vomiting and 
stomach upsets than bottle-fed chil- 
dren." 


With that last statement I most as-, 


suredly agree. It is true as well that the 
breast-fed infant acquires increased re- 
sistance to some (not all) disease. 


For these and some psychological 


reasons, I certainly am in favor of 
breast feeding, unless for some reason 
a mother is unable to provide enough 
milk The baby will be healthier 


But when it comes to implying that 


large numbers of babies die for lack of 
breast feeding, I draw the line It may 
be — and doubtless is — true that 
breast feeding can make the dif-

There was a time when Aaron was re- 


luctant to have anything to do with the 
museum, where 119 players are im- 
mortalized. The trouble came as he ap- 
proached Ruth's record but hardly 
could find mention of his exploits in the 
Hall of Fame's souvenir book. 


"There was an oversight. They said 


they don't usually put mementos in the 
book while the player is still active,"

ease the problems. 


Algiers told the committee that "90 


per cent of the kids would comply with 
the request if we had a place to move 
them to. Otherwise, I'm afraid if we 
move them out it will just crop up 
somewhere else." 


Algiers asked what violations the 


young people were committing, and 
what kind of punishment could be 
given to offenders. Juvenile courts, he 
said earlier, would do nothing to viola- 
tors. The school is also limited as to 
possible action, he said. "They said 
they would take them off merit — for 
what?" Algiers asked. "For standing 
on another persons land?" 


"The only thing they're guilty of is 


being kids," he told committee mem- 
bers. "Most of them are just looking 
for someplace to stand around and 
visit, and maybe smoke." 


Algiers recommended that the city- 


owned softball field on the corner of 
Washington and Oshkosh streets, less 
than a block from the junior high, be 
designated for the students. 


Algiers also said he would address

OSHKOSH — A former Menasha man 


who was temporarily extradked here 
from a Florida prison, where he is 
serving a sentence for bank robbery, 
was sentenced to four adoi.'ional 
prison terms last week in Winnebago 
County Circuit Court. The new s.n- 
tences stem from convictions in this 
area that date as far back as 1971. 


Randall Westphall. 23, was sentenced 


to two consecutive three-year terms, 
one for selling a dangerous drug and 
one for bail jumping. Judge Edmund 
P. Arpin initially decided that the 
terms be served in the Green Bay Re- 
formatory, but stayed the ruling and 
allowed Westphal to serve the cor" 
bined six-year sentence in conjuction 
with the five years he is now serving in 
federal prison in Tallahassee. 


Arpin also revoked two probationary 


terms that were given to Westphal al- 
most three years ago. when he was con- 
victed here of one count of burglary 
and one count of possession of mari- 
juana. Although the judge ordered that 
the probation lime, which amounted 
to three years, must now be served in 
prison, he again allowed Westphai to 
serve the new term concurrently with 
his Florida confinement. 


Westphal. then 20, was originally 


brought into Circuit Court here and

and 13 partial hospitalization patients, 
and more came in during the weekend, 
he said. 


State law requires that each receive 


.8 hour per week of psychiatric time. 
The two part-time psychiatrists work 
about 28 hours per week, dividing time 
with the county's day hospital pro- 
gram. 


On the psychiatrists' team are a so- 


cial worker, psychologist, pharmacist, 
nurses, nurse assistants and industrial, 
occupational and possibly physicial 
therapists. The psychiatrists direct the 
program, are responsible for diagnos- 
ing and prescribing treatment, and for 
discharge of patients. 


Speener said the board of trustees is 


aware of .the urgency of the problem. 
He will meet with the psychiatrists 
today. 


There was some question whether the 


board of trustees, some of whose duties 
were taken over by the Unified Mental 
Health Services Board under new state 
law, had the authority to resolve the 
problem, or could be held up by slow 
action by the unified board or the 
county board. 


The concern came up as the center 


board discussed also the possibility of a 
full-time psychiatrist, instead of part- 


time ones, but with part-time psy- 
chiatric backup services. 


Kelland Lathrop, a trustee, said he 


wondered if the county board would 
buy the idea for a full-time 
psychia- 


trist. 


Sylvester Esler, center board chair- 


man, 
said he liked the idea of a psy- 


chiatrist on the premises at all times. 


Speener was directed to contact 


county Corp. Counsel William Schuh 
for an opinion on what authority the 
center board has in light of the unified 
board's emergence. There is the possi- 
bility the center board would contract 
psychiatrist services from the unified 
ooard which would do the hiring. 


Speener said after the meeting that 


he believed the center board had the 
authority to meet or deny the present 
psychiatrists' requests for a salary in- 
crease, and surely the "responsibility 
to meet the needs of the patients." 


The two part-time psychiatrists have 


been offered $35 per hour by a Brown 
County institution from the time they 
leave Winnebago until they return. 
They now are paid $30 per hour at Out- 
agamie for only time on the job. 


Speener said they wanted $35 per 


hour, but not portal to portal, from 
Outagamie. He noted that psychiatrists 
are hard to find, and they can just 
about pick their job. 


In other business, Dr. James Laird, 


medical director of the health center, 
said the medical staff "was quite sur- 
prised and shocked at the allegations 
printed in The Post-Crescent to the ef- 
fect that an employe had complained of 
the lack of work." The employe, un- 
named, said some of the staff just sat 
around and didn't work. 


Laird suggested that future com- 


plaints be handled in a different man- 
ner, "preferably without reporters in 
attendance."

Nixon potentially a millionaire

WASHINGTON (AP) - Richard M. 


Nixon is still worth millions, although 
his financial papers don't show it. 


Nixon's disclosure of his net worth 


late last year, did not mention what is 
almost certainly his single greatest as- 
set: the tapes, papers and memorabilia 
accumulated during his many years in 
public life. 


A professional estimate made five 


years ago placed the value of docu- 
ments and mementos Nixon collected 
before he became president at nearly 
$1.5 million. The value of that collec- 
tion which Nixon still owns presumably 
increased when he attained a unique 
place in history by being the first pres- 
ident of the United States to resign. 


But by far the most valuable items 


are Nixon's presidential tapes and 
documents. At the moment, most of 
them remain in the White House, but 


they are considered his personal prop- 
erty and will be sent to him at his 
request, a government official said. 


The Nixon presidential papers, while 


obviously of great potential value, have 
not yet been catalogued or appraised. 


A spokesman for the General Serv- 


ices Administration, parent of the Na- 
tional Archives, said any papers ac- 
cumulated in the White House during 
the Nixon years — except treaties, leg- 
islation and similar documents of state 
— are considered the personal property 
of the ex-president. 


The spokesman said that the famous 


White House tapes are considered to be 
among the papers, but no decision has 
been made on where the tons of docu- 
ments will be sent. 


The Special Watergate Prosecution 


Force has some materials already and 
has requested others for use as evi- 
dence in various investigations. But of- 
ficials said those eventually will be re- 


turned to Nixon when they are no 
longer needed by the courts. 


Raiph G. Newman, the Chicago ap- 


praiser hired by Nixon to evaluate vice 
presidential papers given to the Na- 
tional Archives, estimated in 1969 that 
the most valuable materials in the 
Nixon collection at that time were 1,250 
papers, 750 tapes and 100 films. 


The papers, consisting primarily of 


letters to Nixon from American and 
foreign dignitaries, were removed from 
the correspondence file given to the 
government and retained for Nixon. 
Newman said they were worth $250 
each. 


The vice presidential tapes, which 


have an estimated average length of 15 
minutes and could contain nothing as 
important as the secretly 
recorded 


White House tapes, were appraised at 
$25 each. The films were listed at $250 
each. 


If Newman's estimate is any indica- 


tion of what some libraries and many 
private collectors would be willing to 
pay for the Nixon collection, the ex- 
president is potentially a very wealthy 
man. 


During the controversy last year over 


his half-million-dollar tax deduction on 
the gift of some of his prepresidential 
papers, Nixon said: "I will be glad to 
have the papers back, and I will pay 
the tax because I think they are worth 
more than that." 


Although he was later assessed back 


taxes on the gifts, he didn't get the pa- 
pers back because the GSA said the gift 
was made, even if it was completed too 
late for tax purposes. 


The White House disclosed last win- 


ter that Nixon had tripled his net worth 
while serving as president, to just over 
$1 million. Nearly half that figure was 
in cash savings in the Key Biscayne, 
Fla. bank headed by Nixon friend C. G. 
"Bebe" Rebozo.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
President 


Ford is moving swiftly to plan an eco- 
nomic summit conference to battle the 
inflation he labeled "Domestic Enemy 
No. 1." And he is pressing Congress to 
act within 10 days to revive the govern- 
ment's tools to monitor wages and 
prices. 


Congressional Democrats joined Re- 


publicans in applauding the tone of 
Ford's presidential 
keynote 
speech 


Monday night. But some said they will 
have to be convinced the new President 
can find the correct cure for the na- 
tion's soaring prices. 


Ford spoke to a packed House cham- 


ber and millions across the country, 
calling on Congress to join "in getting 
this country revved up and moving" 
and pledging to seek a balanced federal 
budget in the fiscal year starting next 
July 1. 


He never referred directly to the Wa- 


tergate scandal that drove Richard M. 
Nixon from the presidency last week 
but pledged, "There will be no illegal 
tapings, eavesdropping, buggings or 
break-ins by my administration." 


And Ford mentioned his predeces- 


sor's name only once, declaring he has 
supported and will continue "the out- 
standing foreign policy of President 
Nixon." 


He made no mention of perhaps his 


most immediate problem — the choice 
of a new vice president. Senate Re- 


publican Leader Hugh Scott said ear- 
lier Monday Ford is "nowhere near" 
making a decision. 


Ford was asked if he has chosen a 


vice president as he emerged from his 
house in suburban Alexandria, Va., at 
7:45 a.m. today. 


"No, no, one thing at a time," he said 


with a laugh. "We were a little busy 
yesterday." 


For the first time since Ford as- 


sumed the presidency last Friday, Mrs, 
Ford appeared at the doorway to see 
her husband off to work. She was 
dressed in a red housecoat and smiled 
and waved at reporters. 


At the invitation of the Fords, the for- 


mer president's daughter, Julie Nixon 
Eisenhower, and her husband David 
joined the new First Family in the Ex- 
ecutive Gallery. The former President 
watched at his San Clemente, Calif., 
home and wired Ford: "Congratula- 
tions on a splendid speech." 


On the floor of the House chamber, 


an unusually large number of con- 
gressmen and senators were present to 
hear the 38th President outline his 
goals for the two-year, five-month re- 
mainder of Nixon's shattered presi- 
dency. 


Ford proposed little specific legisla- 


tion — the wage-price monitoring au- 
thority now and a health insurance 
measure before the end of the year.

"He said the things the country

Mine Workers union has called a work 
stoppage expected to close about 1,200 
softcoal mines next week and lower the 
nation's stockpiles of coal. 


UMW President Arnold Miller said 


Monday the shutdown will "commemo- 
rate the thousands of coal miners killed 
while working in the nation's mines, all 
the miners whose lives have been rav- 
aged by black lung disease, a.nd coal 
mining families who are victims of 
company violence designed to prevent- 
them from winning protection of a 
United Mine Workers contract." 


The shutdown, scheduled to start 


Monday and extend through the work 
week, will coincide with the planned 
opening of negotiations on a new na- 
tionwide UMW contract- The present 
contract expires Nov. 12. 


The memorial period was called un- 


der a section of the UMWs contract 
with coal operators that allows memo- 
rial periods of up to 10 days duration at 
any union mine. 


A coal industry spokesman, who de- 


clined to be identified, said. "This is a 
pretty bad time for a shutdown to take 


place. It's an out-and-out attempt to 
further dwindle coal stockpiles to put 
the union in a better bargaining posi- 
tion. 


"The steel industry will be the first 


to feel this," he said. 


Federal Energy Administrator John 


C. Sawhill deplored the planned shut- 
down, saying it is "very much in the 
national interest to maintain our 
present coal production." 


Sawhill said the memorial period will 


cost the nation 8 million tons of "badly 
needed" coal.

Coal-burning electric utilities and

'Marriage' will take work

WASHINGTON (AP) - A man of 


Congress, President Ford has pledged 
to make communication, conciliation, 
compromise and cooperation his watch- 
words in dealing with his former col- 
leagues. 


It will take all of that to extend the 


congressional honeymoon into the good 
marriage Ford proposed. 


For one thing, it would be a mixed 


marriage, a Republican President and 
a Congress that is dominated by Demo- 
crats now and is likely to be more so af- 
ter the November elections. 


And for another, presidential gradu- 


ates of the Senate and House have tried 
such courtships before. The outcome 
often has been bickering, sometimes 
deadlock. 


In his address to a joint session Mon- 


day night. Ford quickly noted his re- 
spect for the prerogatives of Congress, 
and said he would not intrude upon 
them. 


"I know well the co-equal role of the 


Congress in our constitutional pro- 
cess," Ford said. 


Controversy over the proper bound- 


aries of executive and congressional 
authority w-as a nagging issue during 
the presidency of Richard M. Nixon, 
"long before the Watergate scandal be- 


came a crisis and forced him from of- 
fice. 


There were disputes over the power 


to withhold appropriated funds, over 
foreign commitments and warmaking 
authority. 


The late Lyndon B. Johnson was, like 


Ford, a congressional leader. He, too,

came to the presidency in mid-term, 
and with a pledge to respect "the inde- 
pendence and integrity of the legisla- 
tive branch." 


His consensus politics gained ap- 


proval of the stalled legislative propos- 
als of his predecessor, John F. Ken- 
nedv, and of the ambitious domestic 
agenda Johnson called The Great So- 
ciety. 


Eventually, he encountered congres- 


sional complaints of arm-twisting, and 
the bitter criticism of a minority of his 
own Democrats over the escalation of 
the war in Vietnam.

Trial delay 
is requested 


WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. District 


Judge John J. Sirica says he hopes to 
hold a hearing late this week on mo- 
tions by defense attorneys for post- 
ponement of the Watergate cover-up 
trial, now scheduled to start Sept. 9. 


Another request for a delay was filed 


Monday by defense attorneys repre- 
senting former Atty. Gen. John N. 
Mitchell, one of the six defendants in 
the case. A postponement already had 
been sought by former White House 
aide John D. Ehrlichman, another de- 
fendant. 


Mitchell's attorneys argued that 


Nixon's resignation and the televised 
House Judiciary Committee impeach- 
ment hearings have made it impossible 
to select an impartial jury. 


At an impromptu meeting with news- 


men Sirica would not comment on the 
possibility of a delay. He said he ex- 
pects motions for postponement from 
lawyers for all six defendants. 


Meanwhile, Sirica said 17 tape 


recordings were being turned over to 
the special Watergate prosecutor for 
use in the cover-up trial. Ten tapes al- 
ready have been released to the prose- 
cutor after Sirica reviewed them for 
their relevancy to the case. 


The Supreme Court had ordered for- 


mer President Richard M. Nixon to 
furnish tapes of 64 conversations to Si- 
rica. White House lawyers say eight of 
the conversations were never recorded 
and the tape of a ninth conversation 
could not be found. 


In addition. Sirica said some tapes 


have been ruled irrelevant to the case 
after general agreement of the prose- 
cutors and White House lawyers. The 
judge said he hoped to complete his 
screening by next Monday.

Fragile peace prevails but Middle East 
countries watching each other warily

Although two military disengage- 


ment agreements and the presence of 
United Nations forces would seem 
some insurance against a new Arab-Is- 
raeli explosion, the shield is fragile and 
the Middle East seems to be having an 
attack of the jitters. 


Syria and Israel eye each other wa- 


rily, each seeming to wonder what lies 
behind the other's verbal abuse. 
. Syria's government-controlled press 
has been accusing Israel of preparing 
for another round of war with the Arab 
states. Is. -el makes similar charges 
against Syria. 


Israel must feel it has no choice but 


to keep a finger securely on the trig- 
ger. Should the Syrians make a move 
that looks suspicious, Israel would have 
to make a quick survey of her options. 
It would be no surprise if Israel adver- 
tised widely to the diplomatic commu- 
nity that she has a hawk-like eye on her 
neighbor for anything that might be 
read as a false move. 


All this doesn't mean the Syrians ac- 


tually are thinking of attacking. It 
may, in fact, be far from their inten- 
tion, particularly now that the Rus- 
sians would be likely to apply a re- 
straining hand in the interest of 
keeping the Soviet-American detente 
alive. . 


But Israel must consider all possi- 


bilities, and so, for that matter, must 
Syria. Last October, Israel waited and 
debated, not sure the Arabs intended to 
strike, despite the signs. When the 
Arabs did strike on Yom Kippur, Israel 
was off balance. 


That was a deeply traumatic experi- 


ence, and although Israel recovered 
and drove %e Arabs back on two 
fronts, the Jewish state has not yet to- 
tally emerged from the shock of it all. 


There's some insurance now in the 


presence of United Nations forces as a 
peacekeeping buffer. While those 
troops are on hand, the Arabs would be 
unlikely to attack. They'd have to get 
them out of the way first.

Cyprus talks 
revival fails 


GENEVA, Switzerland (AP) - A 


new attempt to revive the deadlocked 
Cyprus peace talks apparently failed 
today with the cancelation of a sched- 
uled ministerial meeting tha was to 
hear Turkey's "final compromise" of- 
fer on the political future of the trou- 
bled island. 


Glafcos Clerides, Greek Cypriot pres- 


ident of Cyprus, told reporters there 
might be a meeting on Wednesday. Of- 
ficial Greek sources said Britjsh For- 
eign Minister James Callaghan had 
proposed a 48-hour recess and that this 
had been accepted by Greece. 


Turkish Foreign Minister Turan 


Gunes told reporters upon leaving the 
Geneva United Nations headquarters, 
"I don't think I will come back." 


In Ankara, Turkish Premier Buleni 


Ecevit met with his chief of staff and 
said afterward his government ex- 
pected a positive or negative answer to 
its proposals for a Cyprus solution by 
midnight. 
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rael saw it as an advertisement of his 
intent and struck without waiting, 
launching the war that humbled the 
Arabs in six days. 


This time, if U.N. forces were re- 


quired to leave, "Israel again would re- 
gard it as a signal. There would likely 
be no debating this time; instead Israel 
probably would hit first and hit hard. 


Israel watches Syria's internal poli- 


tics for signs, weighing every move 
and shuffle of the Damascus regime for 
portents. 


The reason is that since the October 


war, Syria has received a mountain of 
new modern arms, about $2 billion 
worth, from the Soviet Union, and thus 
is theoretically capable of acting inde- 
pendently of Egypt. 


No Arab nation has ever before se- 


riously considered going to war against 
Israel without Egyptian participation, 
but that doesn't mean it couldn't hap- 
pen. 


The military disengagement agree- 


ments between Egypt and Israel and 
between Israel and Syria have been 
holding pretty well, and the U.N. forces 
seem to add to the security of the lines. 
Yet it wouldn't take much to upset the 
situation. 


For example, the picture could be 


changed by Arab commando attacks — 
whether or not they are supported by 
Arab governments. Israel feels she 
must retaliate by attacking neighbor 
areas believed to shelter the com- 
mandos. In turn, that brings more 
commando attempts and heats up the 
atmosphere step by step. 


Should Syria, perhaps egged on by a 


combination of her own volatile politics 
and nagging prods from her erratic 
neighbor Iraq, decide on a new round 
of fighting, Egypt for her own political 
reasons could hardly hope to stay out of 
it for long. The whole disengagement 
structure would then crumble. 


Israel can only wait and watch. But 


she can — and probably will — keep 
her powder dry. 


MOSCOW (AP) - 
Eight Soviet 


women mountain climbers have died in 
the Pamir mountains after an "unex- 
pected hurricane of tremendous force 
destroyed their tents and swept away 
all their things, leaving the girls with- 
out warm clothes," Tass said today. 


It was the worst death toll on the Le- 


nin peak in 45 years, the official news 
agency quoted an investigating com- 
mission as saying. 


Tass said the eight reached the 


23,400-foot Lenin Peak on Aug. 5, but 
that night the weather got worse and 
they descended to a camp at 20,850 feet. 


It said the hurricane struck at 'I a.m., 


and rescue teams of Soviet, Japanese 
and American mountain climbers were 
dispatched. But "in the conditions of 
almost zero visability and a gale-force 
wind the rescuers could not contact the 
climbers in distress," Tass said. 


The New York Times, in a Moscow- 


dated story, said the frozen bodies of 
seven women climbers were found on 
Thursday just below the summit of 
Russia's third highest mountain by a 
team of Japanese and American climb-' 
ers. 
The body of the eighth woman was 


not found, but she was believed to have 
been swept off the mountain by high 
winds. 


Times correspondent Christopher S. 


Wren was among a member of the 
American team that found the bodies. 
He reported the Soviet women had 
apparently reached the summit and 
were camped there last Monday when a 
severe storm moved in. 


Below them, the six Japanese and 


three American climbers dug in and 
waited out the blizzard, Wren said. The 
other Americans were Jocelyn C. Glid- 
den of Ogden, Utah, and Allen Steck of 
Berkeley, Calif. 


On Wednesday, the women radioed 


that their tents had blown away and 
one climber had died and two were ill. 
They were advised to descend. 


By Wednesday afternoon, two more 


women died and the survivors said they 
had been able to descend only a few 
hundred feet because of the blinding 
snowstorm. 


By evening Wednesday only two sur- 


vived and they radioed: "Goodby, we 
will die."

Opinions of others 
Ranks can close behind Ford 


From the West Bend News 
When you think about the tragic endings of the last three 


presidencies, you have to get behind Gerald Ford. 


Kennedy was assassinated, Johnson was forced to forget 


about another term and Nixon has been forced out of office 
mid-term. 


Clearly, in our modern society, any man has only a 


tenuous hold on the job. 


Violence has always been a threat to the top office in the 


land, but public opinion has only recently become another 
major threat. In this age of instant and much more com- 
plete communication, we know things faster and more thor- 
oughly about the actions of the president than was ever pos- 
sible, in earlier, simpler times. 


Likewise, critics of presidential policies have avenues of 


expression that never existed before. 


At the most fundamental level, Nixon's departure is his 


own doing. If he had made a clean breast of the Watergate 
matter at the outset, it would have quickly blown over as a 
dumb mistake, but not a grievous one. 


But at the next level, what happened to him represents a 


relatively new phenomena of what can happen when the 
will of the people swings against a president. After having 
been deluged by the modern media in a way never possible 
before, American citizens came to a conclusion that found 
expression in the erosion of the president's support in con- 
gress. 


Thus, Mr. Ford and his successors have been served no- 


tice that they must deal with public opinion in a way that 
earlier presidents never had to. 


This should be for the good of the democracy. It should 


mean higher standards of rapport between the president 
and the people. 


Mr. Ford is a plain spoken man who can be expected to 


have regular communication with the people. He will not 
isolate himself up in the White House. 


Nor need the American people fear that frequent contact 


with the press or the people will create too many opportu- 
nities for the new president to misstep publicly. 


Mr. Ford is a sure-footed man, quite capable of with- 


holding comment when he doesn't want to disclose. 


Perhaps Ford's greatest asset is his ability to disagree 


with another person and yet maintain mutual respect. 
There will be no enemies list in his administration. 


This quality will allow the country to close ranks behind 


the 38th president. 


The continuing war in Vietnam 


In case no one in the United States has noticed, there is 


still a war going on in Vietnam. A report by staff members 
of the Senate Foreign Relations Committee suggests that it 
will continue unless there is more pressure from the United 
States to persuade the Saigon regime and the Communists 
to reach a settlement. 


"The present military confrontation seems likely to con- 


tinue with the South Vietnamese unable to expel the North 
Vietnamese and the Communists unable to acquire the 
decisive edge required to defeat the south militarily," the 
report says. It suggests that one reason for the stalemate 
was the American Embassy's "close identification with the 
policies of the South Vietnamese Government and for se- 
lective reporting." 


U.S. Ambassador to Saigon Graham Martin has been in 


Washington recently to support the Nixon Administration's 
economic aid request of $750 million. According to Martin, 
the aid is needed so that the U.S. can really get out of Viet- 
nam and the help will enable the Vietnamese economy to 
"take off." This is disputed by the report which says in- 
stead that the "1975 program is, in reality, a continuation 
of the past aid strategy of supporting the Vietnamese econ- 
omy with massive flows of outside resources in order to fill 
fiscal and trade deficits." 


The role of economic aid to underveloped countries is a 


difficult one to assess. On the one hand it may sustain 
stan'ing millions. On the other it may merely postpone or 
prolong the agony. Ever since the end of World War II, 
leading economists have argued how best to help the poor 
nations and they have seldom reached agreement. 


But the committee report is more disturbing when it says 


that "the Embassy, both in briefings provided to us and in 
its reporting to Washington, closely followed the public line 
of the South Vietnamese Government in justifying the 
South Vietnamese measures which precipitated the tempo- 
ran- breakdown in May 1974 of the talks in Paris and Sai- 
gon." It cites the Embassy aping the Saigon line of the 
"bombardment and fall" of a town long after everyone 
knew there had been no battle at all. This may have been 
"part of a deliberate effort by the Saigon Government, as- 
sisted by the United States Embassy, to impress the United 
States Congress of the necessity to authorize additional mil- 
nan- assistance for South Vietnam." 


Wise economic aid is one thing. Continued military aid is 


quite another and Congress at long last should recognize 
the difference. 


Help from back home 


News from cut in the provinces isn't getting much atten- 


tion these days, bir there was something promising at the 
Western Governors Conference in Albuquerque. Kenneth 
Cole Jr.. a White House economic adviser, said representa- 
tives of the folks back home will have more to say about the 
next federal budget 


Cole said the idea is to call these representatives to 


Washington next January to get suggestions on what spend- 
ing ought to come firM and where budget cuts could be 
made The invitations wiK go io the National Governors 
Conference, the National League of Cities, the U.S. Confer- 
ence of Mayors the National Association of Counties and to 
-tale legislators' organizations. 


It ;s a good idea. As "Washington Gov. Daniel Evans, 


chairman of the National Governors Conference, noted, 
state and local governments too often are in a position of 
just reacting to federal budgets rather than putting forth 
priorities for spending ahead of time. 


Right now, it <s far from certain who will be in charge 


when the federal establishment gets down to compiling the 
budget next January. But the plan for help from back home 
should be kept in the active file.

First hole punched in election reform law 


MADISON — It was an implausible pairing 


on the new state elections board when David 
Adamany, the state revenue commissioner'who 
could be called a certified liberal, joined with 
Rep. Kenneth Merkel, the legislature's cele- 
brated and reliable spokesman for adamant 
conservatives, to unsuccessfully protest the 
first serious weakening of the new campaign fi- 
nance reform act. 


The issue was the requirement, as the legis- 


lature quite obviously intended, that the report- 
ing rules be consistent with respect to the obli- 
gations of candidates, whatever their rank and 
whatever their convenience or preference. 


The three to two vote decision has the result 


that a Wisconsin politician running for or hold- 
ing a congressional office will be required to 
disclose his political finance experience and 
practice in lesser detail than another who is 
running for a comparatively humble office 
such as a member of the legislature or for 
county sheriff. 


It has the effect of suggesting that a United 


States senator is a more august and important 
fellow than the governor, which is also refut- 
able. In Washington, for example, where the 
courtly traditions of the Old South have sur- 
vived to some degree, the newly arrived mem- 


ber of the Senate and House has instant rank in 
the pecking order if he has served as governor 
of his state. Indeed, some of the traditionalists 
defer to such freshmen by addressing them as 
"Governor." 


The excuse for eliminating the requirement 


for the identification of the source of contribu- 
tions over $10 was represented as one of unnec- 
essary inconvenience, since the federal rule of 
law on such reporting calls for identities of 
only the donors of $100 or more. But is it cred- 
ible that the pressure to file for state com- 
pliance purposes under the federal rule was 
one of eliminating additional bookkeeping and 
clerical work? Congressional staffs are gener- 
ously large. 


The issue, as Merkel and Adamany pluckily 


and truthfully protested, is upholding the true 
disclosure spirit and letter of the painstakingly 
written new state law. As Adamany asked, is it 
reasonable to say that the governor has a more 
laborious obligation in this regard than a sena- 
tor? 


The manifest motivation of the bipartisan 


push of Wisconsin members of Congress was 
their conviction that compliance with the Wis- 
consin reporting rule would dry up financial 
aid from sources outside the state. But if there 


is a central guiding purpose in the newly writ- 
ten Wisconsin statute, it is the pledge to inform 
the public who is financing politicians' cam- 
paigns and why. Such knowledge should be es- 
pecially required when financial sources out- 
side the congressman's own jurisdiction and 
constituency are involved. 


Adamany contributed usefully to public un- 


derstanding of the sophistries of some profes- 
sional politicians when he disclosed that the 
pressure from the Wisconsin delegation in 
Washington was applied in a bipartisan way. 
The indignant young official who has made an 
academic specialty of political finance research 
suggested that the Wisconsin congressional de- 
legation had drafted its position at a bipartisan 
caucus, even as the Wisconsin members of the 
House joined to work out their own congres- 
sional redistricting two years ago and then pre- 
vailed on the legislature to enact it. 


On its merits, and as precedent for punching 


more holes in a good concept of public control 
of money in politics through fullest public un- 
derstanding, the incident was unfortunate. The 
guiding principle and conviction of the authors 
of a major reform law was fullest electoral un- 
derstanding of the relation of money to elec- 
tions. On a first test, that purpose was defied.

Nobody knows 
much about Ford 


The Ford in the White House could be 


a Model T or an Edsel. 


He could usher in a new era of higher 


standards and better living or he could 
prove to be a disastrous public rela- 
tions gimmick, nothing more than a 
fancy new front. 


It is difficult to anticipate a Ford 


Presidency on the basis of his congres- 
sional record, the opinion of his col- 
leagues or even his brief Vice Presi- 
dency. 


Personally, he starts with a great 


reservoir of public good will and public 
ignorance. Nobody knows very much 
about him, and nearly everybody wants 
desperately to find in him the hero to 
restore the American Dream. 


Difficult to gauge 


But Jerry Ford's political career 


does not provide great insight into his 
capacity for national leadership in a 
time of economic and social turmoil. 
For the 26 years of his congressional 
life, he faithfully represented 
the 


middle-sized, Middle Western town of 
Grand Rapids, Michigan, conservative 
and rural in its political, religious and 
philosophical outlook. 


As House minority leader, he was 


known as a strict party line fellow. The 
one time he disagreed with the Nixon 
Administration represented a choice 
between the interests of his district and 
his President. He chose his district. He 
opposed diverting highway trust fund 
money for mass transit use, as the 
Nixon Administration had sought, be- 
cause auto-dependent Michigan was op- 
posed. 


As Vice President, he offered no in- 


dependent thoughts and concentrated 
upon trying to bolster sagging Republi- 
can Party morale. 


He is, in short, a model loyal partisan 


of limited national scope who has kept 
his nose clean personally. That descrip- 
tion would loosely have fit Sen. Harry- 
Truman when he became President, 
and Truman is now listed among the 
nation's greatest leaders. It also would 
have fit Calvin Coolidge, who is best 
and easily forgotten. 


Ford's record is firmly conservative, 


in keeping with the mainstream of his 
party and his district. He opposed the 
great social legislation of the 1960s — 
the breakthroughs in Medicare, civil 
rights and aid to education. His rating 
in 1972 from Americans for Democratic 
Action was 6; his rating from Ameri- 
cans for Constitutional Action, 68; and 
the National Association of Business- 
men, 92. He has consistently opposed 
expansion of the role of the Federal 
government, reductions in the defense 
budget or leniency toward social pro- 
testors. 


It's his first time 


But this is the first time Ford has 


had the responsibility of a bipartisan 
and national constituency. Even his 
best friends concede he has never 
really felt the pressure or the need to 
be deeply informed on such problems 
as urban decay, foreign diplomacy, 
government regulations and lack of 
same, consumer abuses, U.S. role in 
the United Nations and poverty-ori- 
ented social programs such as welfare, 
etc. 


Perhaps, at 60, he is too set in his 


ideas to entertain new viewpoints and 
divergent and changing needs. If so. he
